The theme of the Samagam is 
‘“Participation- Development-Peace”, and 
the participants coming from all over the 
country will have, we are sure, a really 
great and grand time over the few days 
of their stay in Mysore in doing many 
things to put the theme into practice, not 
only by doing things by themselves, but 
also, perhaps in a more important way, 
joining with others in the fulfilment of 
the projects and schemes drawn up to 
celebrate the International Youth Year.

Jamboree-on the-Air, 1984 


For about 20 years now a JOTA 
station has been set up and operated at 
the State Headquarters every year by the 
Scouts and Guides of Bangalore. 


This year also the Bharat Scouts & 
Guides, Karnataka, with the assistance of 
Hams of Bangalore Amateur Radio Club, 
set up a JOTA Amateur Radio Station at 
the State Headquartaers and exchanged 
greetings with many other Scouts and 
Guides, not only in India but also with 
those in other countries. | 


In a Jamboree Scouts and Guides 
from many places come to a common 
meeting place. They are physically near 
each other, they can see, touch and 
directly talk with each other face to face. 
Together they sit at camp-fires and sing 
songs, have many interesting and useful 
activities and exchange ideas. These 
things are all possible because the Scouts 
are all together actually in the same place. 
But it is not always possible for Scouts 
and Guides from different parts of the 
world to be ata common meeting point 
at a given time. But there is one way 
out of this difficulty, that is by having a 
Jamboree by wireless: This is precisely 
what JOTA is. The Scouts and Guides 
throughout the world set up HAM Radio 
Stations and exchange greetings and 
messages with other Scouts and Guides 
in other countries. In this way Scouts 
and Guides of various countries can get 
together. This year the Jamboree-on-the- 
Air was held on the 20th and 21st 
October, as always during the third week- 
end of the month. The transmitter used 
was an ICOM-730 with a power output 


of 100 watts. The aerial used was an 
All-Band Dipole. The very first station 
contacted was another JOTA station from 
Sri Lanka. The Scouts exchanged greet- 
ings with them and also with one more 
JOTA station from Sri Lanka. The call 
signs, that is the name of the Radio 
Stations, were 4S7RSR and 4S7RSK. 
The call sign of the State Headquarters 
Station was VU2, JOA. Afterthe Sri 
Lanka Stations were contacted many 
other stations were also contacted, nearly 
60 stations. Greetings were exchanged 
with Jota stations in the following 
countries. (1) Spanish Africa, (2) Iran, 
(3) Indonesia (Klaten City and Djakarta), 
(4) Australia (Mandurah near Perth), 
(5) Sri Lanka, and (6) Zinbabwe-Africa 
(George).

The Council Rock in Kipling’s Jungle Books

All Cubmasters and many others interested in the Cub Section of the 
Movement are familiar with the story of Mowgli and the Wolf Cubs to/d by 
Rudyard Kipling in his Jungle Book. The story was taken up by our Founder 
as the basis for the training of the pre-Scout age boys of 6 to 77 years. Here 
is what Cubmaster J. B. Gearing of the 1st Walthomstow, London has said 


about the Council Rock.

Why expend such efforts in the 
physical body? Is it not simpler to be 
there in spirit? So said a Tibetan Lama 
when he learnt of the desire of foreigners 
to ascend the summit of Everest at any 
risk. Now read on what Mr. J. B. Gearing, 
Cubmaster of 1st. Walthamstow London 
has to say: 


We English are such a literal-minded 
people, though, and when the ‘‘fortunes 
of war’ brought me to India in August, 
1942, and | saw the magic name 
““Seeonee,’’ on the map, how was | to 
refrain from making plans to go in search 
of Kipling’s Council Rock at the first 
opportunity ? After all, | had been a 
member of various ‘‘Seeonee Packs’’ in 
England on and off since 1920. Surely 
the body ought to follow the spirit now 
the chance presented itself. 


The war had to come first, and so it 
was September, 1944 before | found 
myself at what |! was told was the 
“Council Rock,’’ on the Nagpur-Seeonee 
Road. Alas, it turned out to be a dis. 
appointment. Just an ordinary rock about 


5 feet high, looking more like a milestone 
made out of Cornish granite than anything 
else, and surrounded by water, with only 
room for one wolf to squat on top. Did 
the rest of the Pack swim and how! at the 
Same time? Fortunately, | remember that 
“Brown Tip’’ of Calcutta had in his 
possession a copy of a map of Kipling’s 
country which was drawn up by 
Mr. G. M. Willford, a member of the 
Indian Forest Service, some years 
previously, and wrote to him for it. Then 
| discovered that | had been ‘barking up 
the wrong tree,’’ or shall we say ‘seeking 
to scale the wrong rock.’ Another delay 
occurred before | was able to secure leave 
of absence again. but at last, in February 
1945, | found myself away again in 
seatch of my objective. This time | was 
fully satisfied. The journey involved not 
only the discomfort of travelling by train, 
with which all in India are well acquainted 
in the present year of grace, but also a 
twenty-two mile trip by bullock cart as 
well as a ride on an Army lorry, both of 
which are no joke to anyone knowing the 
tracks through the jungle. 1! was unable 
to refrain from a sneaking feeling that the 


Bandarlog, in spite of the opinion of 
Baloo and Bagheera have a certian 
amount of good sense, because to travel 
through ‘‘lanes in the trees’’ must present 
greater ease for the body, as well as 
exaltation to the spirit. It was only the 
Bandarlog that | saw in person. Shere 
Khan and the wolves were not visible, 
although | was shown tiger tracks and 
the first entry | looked at in the visitors’ 
book at Kanhiwara (‘‘at Kanhiwara we 
may find the English’’— Letting in the 
Jungle) read: ‘‘Object of visit : Destroy- 
ing proscribed man-eater (not success- 
ful). Once whilst watching the 
Bandarlog | heard an aeroplane in the 
distance; the monkeys heard it, too, and, 
although it did not become visible, the 
sound caused them great alarm; they ran 
hither and thither and did not know where 
to seek refuge. 


The local name of the Council Rock 
is Lakra Bhutha, meaning ‘‘the giant tree 
among trees.’’ Why it is referred to as a 
tree | do not know. It is actually a 
collection of black rocks which rises high 
above the jungle. The height is certainly 
not above 200 feet, but this lifts it clear 


of the surrounding trees. | climbed up to. 


the highest rock but one, and the outlook 
was really grand. The wolves met in 
council on the topmost rock must have a 
finer view still, but how they managed 
to scale it beats me. The sides slope 
outwards and defy climbing in the 
ordinary way; the wolves must be great 
leapers to be able to ‘make it.”’ On the 
sides are hanging large hives of wild 
bees, and stories are told of people being 


stung in the throat and nearly dying in 
consequence. Smoking appears to be the 
usual cause of the bees getting irritated; 
it wasn't for the first time that | blessed 
the fact that | am anon-smoker! Naturally: 
| looked for the cave from which Raksha 
defied Shere Khan when he came seeking 
for Mowgli, and found that the ‘‘caves’’ 
are really deep enough 


| had marked on my map the Cold 
Lairs, Mowgli’s Village, andthe sketch 
of the Waingunga River containing the 
Bee Rocks, Peace Pool and Seeonee Lairs. 
Alas, the call of duty was so loud that 
| had to be content with limiting my 
further explorations to the Cold Lairs 
Perhaps one day | may go back to find 
the other places. Since my trip | have 
written to Mr. Willford, who, by his 
‘‘labour of love’’ in drawing up the map, 
made my trip possible., and he tells me 
it took him three years and the reading 
through of both Jungle Books very care- 
fully six times to work out and find the 
location of these places. He concludes: 
“It was all a great pleasure, as my 
daughter was then a baby and | was 
teaching her jungle craft; and! did not 
waste my time, she has greatly benefited. *’ 
| think Mr. Willford feels just the same 
as | do about the jungle and will allow 
me to pass on this quotation from his 
letter to the thousands of Cubmasters 
everywhere who are often present with 
their Cubs at the Council Rock “‘in spirit’, 
is impossible for them. Labour in the 
jungle is never wasted. :
